man who made a trip on his bus 
from New York to Harrisburg 
laat Wednesday accompanied by 
three children. 


White previously said he was 
certain the bodies of the three 
children in a morgue here were 
those who made the trip with the 
woman.

look* like her," said Lieut. Harry 
E. McElroy, chief of detectives of 
Pennsylvania state police, in an- 
nouncing the partial identifica- 
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McElroy said the 
bus 
driver 
left immediately for Altoona "to 
take a good look at the body of 
the woman." Neither victim of the 
Duncansville tragedy has 
been 


identified. 
Meanwhile, the examination for 
the cause of death of the three 
victims was further complicated 
by a report by Dr. George R. Mof- 
fitt that he found no traces of 
carbon monoxide 
poisoning 
or 
asphyxiation in the bodies of the 
girls. 
The physician also reported he 
found no evidence of criminal as- 
sault Dr. Moffitt reported he is 
continuing - his analysis of speci- 
mens of the girls blood for traces 
of other poisons. 
The analysis 
was ordered after autopsies fail- 
ed >to show the cause of death.

26. (*)—Despite a gruesome 
attempt to conceal the crime 
the victim of ,a mysterious 
slaying whose body was 
found in a barrel in Cincin- 
nati was identified here to- 
day as Alvin Brunner, a 
jewelry auctioneer, of Brooklyn,

Police at once began a wide- 
spread search for Brunner's sec- 
retary to whom, a Columbus jew- 
eler said he had given a package 
which Brunner had asserted con- 
tained $20,000 in diamonds. 


Evidence uncovered by Colum- 


bus and Cincinnati police indicat- 
ed Brunner was slain in Colum- 
bus, and his nude body transport- 
ed, wedged In the barrel to a pri- 
vate garage in Cincinnati where 
It was found yesterday. 


Police were aided in identifying 


the victim by Reinhard Merz, a 
Columbus jeweler, who also sup- 
plied the information concerning 
the diamonds. 


Merz said Brunner and his sec- 
retary first came to him last 
Thursday asking to conduct a 
jewelry sale for him. 


Detective Chief Lugene Ebright 


said Merz told him he gave the 
two men a bed in the store, where 
they stayed until Saturday. Merz 
said he navf 
Brunner the

time that day but on Sunday, 
on telegraphic Instructions from 
Brunner, who had gone to Day- 
ton, he handed the package Brun- 
ner had said contained the dia- 
monds, to the secretary, who was 
to have taken them to Brunner 
at Dayton.

almost as large as the state of 
Texas was claimed for the United 
States today by Rear Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd as a result of dis- 
coveries in Antartica.

Antartic wastes, which previously 
had been considered to be over 
water was said by Byrd to be 
land. 
He made this announce- 


ment in a radio message to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt following a flight 
east into Marie Byrd Land.

Planning to fight in the courts,

tives to take any steps necessary 
to determine "whether there are 
limits under the constitution be- 
yond which government may not 
go in using public funds to de- 
stroy by competitive construction 
and operating the existing invest- 
ments of private capital." 


Thomas N. McCarter, president 


of the institute and head of the

Service 
Corporation of 


New Jersey, said In announcing 
the move yesterday that the Ten-

Cross 
the drumsticks and tie with a 
cord fastened* to the tail. Draw 
the skin over the neck and fasten 
to the back with a skewer. Mix 
together 1-2 clove crushed garlic, 
1 1-2 tablespoons salt, 5 table- 
spoons melted butter 
or 
drip- 
pings, and 2 tablespoons of flour. 
Rub this over outside of turkey. 


Cooking 
Lay the turkey, breast down, in 
an open baking pan. Place in 
moderate oven (375 degrees Feh- 
renhelt). When brown, turn on

The fair was incorporated, not 


for profit, in 1928, and the cam- 
paign for finances began with a 
drive for founder's memberships 
which brought in $650,000. Next 
a $10,000,000 gold bond issue, bear- 
ing 6 per cent interests, was put 
on sale, bringing In $9,740,000. 


Included in the bond sale and 


founder's 
membership funds, 
a 


total of $10,390,000, were 300 out- 
right $1,000 gifts by civic minded 
citizens. 


Secured By Deposits 


The gold notes were secured by 


a 40 per cent deposit of gate re- 
ceipts in care of the trustees, and 
the notes were guaranteed by a 
$12,000,000 endorsement by promi- 
nent Chlcagoans. 


More than*60 per cent of these 


notes were sold to the guarantors 
themselves during the summer of 
1929 
and In splta of the depres- 


sion that followed the subscrip- 
tions were practically all ful- 
filled and paid during 1930 and 
'31. 


Other 
expositions have great- 


ly depended upon subsidies. Tha 
Columbian exposition in 1893 in 
Chicago received $5,000,000 from 
the city of Chicago and $2,466,- 
000 from the federal government. 
In all the. Columbian exposition 
received more than $13,000,000 In 
subsidies, sale of 
capital 
stock 


and souvenir coins, and was able 
to pay off a 10 per cent liquidat- 
ing dividend to the stock holders 
and the city of Chicago, amount- 
ing to $1,048,000.

Try A budget Menu For Thanksgiving 


Ham, Rabbit, And Other Meats Join Traditional Turkey

Modern living has greatly al- 
tered many of the fine old Amer- 
ican traditions of holiday observ- 
ances 
but 
the 
old-fashioned 


Thanksgiving still reigns as a 
favorite from the penthouse man- 
sions to the humblest homes on 
tho plains. 


The rich aroma of a roasting 
turkey, the spicy fragrance of a 
pumpkin ,jie and the bright col- 
ors of autumnal fruits'greet fam- 
ily and friends in 1934 house- 
holds just as they did in the 
days of our grandmothers. 


While Uirksy still is the-typical 
choice for the national feast, oth- 
er fowl, rabbit, ham and various 
roasts in keeping with the in- 
dividual taste, budget or available 
supply can be used with satisfy- 
ing results. 


Vegetables also vary as to cost 
and supply but a good selection 
can be made from the following: 
Corn, onions, green beans, tur- 
nips, rutabagas, 'egg'plant, cauli- 
flower, carrots, brussels sprouts, 
beets or brocoll. White potatoes 
are frequently served as well as 
sweet ones but rice or wild rice 
is fast gaining in popularity.

ped cooked giblets, mashed pota- 
toes, steamed wild rice, prunes, 
raisins or nuts.

favorite the success of the meal 
may depend upon it—so select 
carefully. 
To give piquancy to- the meal 
something rather tart is required 
and cider can be served as cock- 
tall, in jellied salad, sauce or 
sherbet with the main course. The 
cranberry seems trai" 'onal but 
modern ways have increased its 
methods of serving and It now 
can be served as cocktail or in 
salad, sherbet, sauce or jelly. Ap- 
ples, too, give flavor and color 
and can be used in sauce, salad 
or jelly. 


A salad . course for the holiday 
dinner is. really not needed but if 
one is desired it should consist 
of a plain vegetaVe or fruit serv- 
ed with Fre-nch- dressing.

TARIFF, WAR DEBTS AND

ery and peace was presented to 
the American public today by the 
Hutchlns commission on interna- 
tional economic relations. 


Drawn from leaders of Ameri- 
can life, in hearings throughout 
the nation, the commission's re- 
port advises the United States 
government to take the lead

furthering foreign trade and re- 
lieving "the distrust and tension 
now prevailing in the world." 
Its major -proposals—some of 
them drastic departures 
from 
present economic and 
political 


policy—include removal of tariffs 
where there would be no serious 
addition to unemployment, imme- 
diate settlement of war debts, 
adherence to the world 
court, 


non-discriminators oriental Immi- 
gration, and repeal of the John- 
son act forbidding loans to coun- 
tries In default. 
"In order to advance the re- 
covery of the world," the commis- 
sion says, "the United States must 
promote the interchange of goods 
and services among nations. We 
believa that this policy is Indis- 
pensable to the recovery and de- 
velopment of th,e United States. 
"The 
American 
government 
must labor to maintain peace. 
It should do everything in its 
power to remove impediments to 
world trade. 
"It should by action as ra.pld 
and dramatic as possible endea- 
vor to reverse the trend toward 
economic isolation. 
Otherwise, 


It must be prepared to accept a 
drastic dislocation and reorgani- 
zation of industry and agricul- 
ture, of capital and labor." 
It: proposals are grouped under 
three headings—political measures 
economic measures and adminis- 
trative measures. 
The commission (its title: The 
Commission of Inquiry into Na- 
tional. Policy in International Eco- 
nomic Problems) wa-'j named by 
the social science research coun- 
cil with the approval of President 
Roosevelt.

Hutchlns of ' the University of

TWELVEJILLIONS 


ROCKEFELLER TRUST FUND 
FOR DAUGHTER ORDERED 


EQUALLY DIVIDED 


FOUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Nov. 


24.—(JP>—A $12,000,000 trust fund 
established by John D. Rockefel- 
ler for the benefit of his daugh- 
ter Edith Rockefeller McCormick 
who died in Chicago In 1932, 
should be divided equally among 
her three children, a referee rec- 
commended today. 


The claim of Edwin R. Krenn, 


Chicago architect, intimate friend 
and bulaness associate 
of Mrs. 
McCormick during the later years 
of her life, for five-twelfths of the 
fund, and for disposition of the 
fund in accordance with distrib- 
utive shares Mrs. McCormlck set 
up In her will, was rejected by 
the referee. 


An opinion handed down by 
Robert M. C. Marsh, the referee, 
and subject to court confirmation, 
recommends an 
equal 
division 


among Fowler McCormick of Chi- 
cago, second husband of Fifl Pot- 
ter Stlllman, Muriel McCormick 
Hubbard of New York and Ma- 
thilde McCormick Oser, wife of 
Max Oser, former Swiss riding 
master. 
Marsh is referee in liti- 
gation for disposition of the trust 
brought by the Chase National 
bank of New York against the 
Chicago Title and Trust company 
and other defendants. 
The trust was established 
In 


1917 by John D. Rockefeller, who 
placed 12,000 shares of Standard 
Oil of Indiana stock Into the fund, 
naming the Equitable Trust com- 
pany, now consolidated with the 
Chase National, as trustees. Pro- 
visions were that the income be 
paid Mrs. McCormick during her 
life, she to dispose of the fund 
by will to her three children or 
certain stated charities, including 
the Rockefeller foundation, the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
research and the general educa- 
tion board. 
If she waived the right of dis- 
posal by will, the trust was to Be 
divided equally among the three 
children. A directing committee 
including John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 
E. Parm»lee Prentice, Willard 8. 
Richardson, Bertram Cutler and 
Cyrus H. McCormick was named 
with discretionary powers to act 
with the trustee. 


Disposal By Will. 


In her will,-which made no men- 


t-.«i of the trust, Mrs. McCormick 
bequeathed five-twelfths 
of 
her 
property to Krenn, four-twelfths 
to Muriel, two-twelfths to Mrs. Os- 
ser and one twelfth to her son, 
Fowler. Krenn subsequently filed 
a claim against the state for up- 
wards of $1,000,000- The trust lit- 
igation • indicated the estate may 
not be able to meet the claim. 


Mrs. 
Hubbard claimed through 


her trial counsel, John W. Davis 
of New York, that the will was 
an effective disposal and that she 
was entitled to four-sevenths of
